The Original Story of “ King Lear.” 


Among the curiosities of literature 
is a collection of tales which were cur­ 
rent 
among «the people from the 
twelfth to the fifteenth century. Pierre 
Bercher, a Frenchm an, was the first 
compiler of these stories, which, after 
collecting, he entitled “Gesta Roma- 
norum ;” hut the collection is more 
fam iliar through the modern English 
translation of Charles Swan, whose 
edition is entitled “Gesta Romanoruna; 
or E ntertaining Stories, invented by 
the M onks as a Fireside Recreation, 
and com m only applied in their Dis­ 
courses from the Pulpit.” 
Embodied 
in this book is a tale from which 
Shakespeare evidently obtained the 
plot of “K ing I,ear,” slightly changed 
and alm ost metamorphosed by his 
god-like genius. 
The tale is short, 
and is given entire, as published in 
Mr. Sw an’s edition, and also in the 
21st chapter of the edition of 1848. The 
story seems to be nam eless and is as 
follows: 
“ Theodosius reigned a wise E m ­ 
peror, in the city of Rome, and mighty 
lie was of power; the which Em peror 
had three daughters. So it likes this 
Em peror to know which of his daugh­ 
ters loved him best. 
Tlien lie said to 
the eldest daughter,‘How m uch lovest 
thou m e ? ’ 
‘Forsooth,’ <juoth she, 
‘ more than I do myself.’ 
‘Therefore,’ 
quoth he, ‘ thou slialt be highly ad­ 
vanced,’ and m arried her te a rich and 
m ighty K ing. Then he came to the 
second, and said to her, ‘ Daughter, 
how m uch lovest thou me ?’ 
‘As 
much, forsooth,’ said she, as 1 do m y­ 
self. So the Em peror m arried her to 
a Duke. 
And then he said to the 
third, ‘ Daughter, how m uch lovest 
thou me ?’ 
‘ Forsooth,’ quotli she, ‘as 
much as ye be worthy, and no more.’ 
Then said the Emperor, ‘Daughter, 
sith thou lovest me no more, thou 
shalt not be m arried so richly as thy 
sisters be;’ and then he m arried her 
to an E arl. 
After this it happened 
that the Em peror held battle against 
the K ing of Egypt. And the K ing 
drove the Em peror out of the Em pire, 
insomuch th at the Em peror had no 
place to abide in. So he wrote letters 
ensealed w ith his ring, to his first 
daughter, th at said she loved him 
more than herself, for to pray her to 
succor him in his great need, because 
he was put out of his Em pire. 
And 
when the daughter had read these 
letters, she told it to the K ing her 
husband. 
‘T hen,’ quoth the King, ‘it 
is good th at we succor him in this 
need. 
1 shall,’ quoth he, ‘gather an 
army and help him in all that I can 
or m ay, and th at will not be done 
w ithout great costage.’ 
‘ Yeu,’ quoth 
she, ‘ it were sufficient that we would 
grant him five knights to be in fellow­ 
ship w ith him while he is out of his 
Em pire.’ 
Aud so it was done indeed. 
And the daughter wrote again to her 
father th a t other help he m ight not 
have but five knights of the K ing to 
be in his fellowship, at the cost of the 
King, her husband. 
And when the 
Em peror heard this, lie was heavy in 
his heart, and said, ‘ Alas! alas! all 
my trust was in her, because she said 
she loved me more than herself, and, 
therefore, I advanced her so high.” 
“ Then be wrote the second, since 
she loved him as much as herself, and 
when she had read his letters she 
showed his errand to her husband, and 
gave him in counsel, that he should 
find him m eat and clothing honestly, 
as for the state of such a Lord during 
the tim e of liis need. 
And w’hen this 
was granted, she wrote letters again 
to her father. 
The Em peror was 
heavy with this answer, and said, 
‘Sitli my two daughters have thus 
treated me, soothly I shall prove the 
third.’ 
And so he w rote to the third, 
that said she loved him as much as he 
was worthy, and prayed her of succor 
in his need, and told her the answer of 
her two sisters. 
So the third daugh­ 
ter, when siie had considered the mis­ 
chief of her father, she told her hus­ 
band in this form: ‘My W orshipful 
Lord, do succor me now in this great 
need; m y father is put out of his E m ­ 
pire and his heritage.’ Then spake lie: 
• W hat wert thy will I do thereto?’ 
‘That we gather a great host,’ quoth 
she, ‘and help to fight against his en­ 
emies.’ 
‘I shall fulfill thy will,’ said 
the E arl, and gathered a great host, 
and w ent with the Em peror a t hisown 
costage to the battle, and had the vic­ 
tory and set the Em peror again in his 
heritage. And then said the Em peror, 
‘Blessed be the hour 1 got my youngest 
daughter! I loved her less than any 
of the others, and now in my need she 
hath succored me, and the others have 
failed ine ; and t herefore. after my 
death she shall have my Empire. And 
so it was done indeed; for after the 
death of the Em peror the youngest 
daughter reigned in his stead, and 
ended peaceably. 
The Oexta Romanorum also embraces 
anotherstory, from which Shakespeare 
is supposed to have borrowed his idea 
of the three caskets, In the Third Act, 
Scene JI., of the “ M erchant of Ven­ 
ice.” 
A fam iliar tale is contained in 
Boccacio’s Decammeron, and also in 
the Grecian Fable. 
In closing I quote a few lines,w ritten 
about the thirteenth century, and con­ 
tained in the above-mentioned collec­ 
tion: 
In my distress, religious aid I sought; 
But m y distress relieved, I held It nought. 
The wolf was sick, a lam b he seemed to be; 
But huullli restored, a wolf aguiu we see; 
As bearing a striking resemblance to 
the fam iliar lines of Francis Rabe- 
lai’s— 
The Devil was siek, the Devil a m onk would 
be; 
The Devil was w ell, the Devil no w oo k was he.

Our Eastern exchanges report very 
cold weather this W inter throughout 
the Northeastern and Northwestern 
States. The mercury seems to have 
no use for the tube above zero and 
rather prefers the region about twenty 
degrees below th at point than the 
point itself. It is always chilly when 
the thermometer acts in this way and 
the bare reading of the weather re­ 
ports in the papers from the localities 
named is suggestive of frosty beards, 
blue noses and frozen toes. 
To peo­ 
ple here these reports sound strangely. 
There the ground is frozen—here it is 
covered with grass and flowers; there 
the trees are leafless—here the roses 
are in bloom; 
there it is frost and 
snow and mud—here it is mild and 
warm and the sun is shining brightly. 
But enough of comparison. 
It is cold 
over East and it is warm here. It will 
be cold over East even up to the close 
of our orange picking and the begin­ 
ning of our haying harvest. 


Defeat of the Texas pacific Bill. 


In another column we publish dis­ 
patches taken from the San Francisco 
papers of Sunday morning, which in­ 
dicate that all chance for aid to the 
Texas Pacific Railroad is gone. 
This 
result we foresaw from the moment 
that the friends of the Texas Pacific 
decided to make a fight against the 
Southern Pacific. 
The H e r a l d as­ 
sumed at the outset that we should a 
great deal sooner get a Southern over­ 
land road by dividing the subsidy be­ 
tween the Texas 
Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific, and it is now ap­ 
parent to all that the chances for ob­ 
taining the subsidy would have been 
greatly enhanced by pursuing that 
policy. 
The effort to secure all the 
subsidy to the Texas Pacific has 
called forth the entire strength of the 
Southern Pacific, which means the 
Central Pacific, against it, and the re­ 
sult is defeat for a time and perhaps 
for all time, of the Texas Pacific Com­ 
pany. The worst of it is th at the de­ 
feat defers to an indefinite period the 
building of a Southern overland rail­ 
road. 


Facts About “ Artesia.”

Co-operative Association propose to 
sell off in small lots at their sale com­ 
mencing on the 23d inst.

DEFEAT UF SCOTT. 


The Texas l’acilic Railroad Subsidy 
I’ roposliion Probably Lost. 


The Alta of the 14th inst. contains 
the following important and to the 
people of Southern California unsatis­ 
factory dispatches: 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 12th.—The 
action of the Senate to-day in defeat­ 
ing the Portland, Dalles and Salt 
Lake Railroad proposition was dis­ 
cussed to-night with great interest by 
railroad men. 
The debate gives an 
opportunity of free expression of opin­ 
ions on the subsidy questions. 
The 
opposition to the subsidy was of the 
most pronounced character, only two 
votes could be obtained to support the 
second reading of the bill. 
Some one 
took the opportunity 
to 
test the 
strengt h of the Texas Pacific in an in­ 
formal manner, by mutual consulta­ 
tion. 
It was reported that forty- 
seven Republicans shook hands 011 
the proposition that no railroad subsi­ 
dy of any kind should be passed this 
session. * It was reported also that ten 
Democrats agreed to support subsidy 
measures, while others declined to 
commit themselves. 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 13tli.—The 
action of the Senate yesterday in the 
Oregon Railroad subsidy bill, together 
with the report that more than forty 
Senators had been approached in­ 
formally, aud had stated that they 
were bitterly opposed to any bill 
granting subsidy at this session of 
Congress, lias created a violent sensa­ 
tion among railroad men. 
The Senate Committee on Railroads 
has been awaiting for several weeks 
the arrival of Senator Stewart, Chair­ 
man of the committee, whose action 
would decide his course. 
His vote in 
favor of the Texas Pacific bill would 
secure a majority report, and the 
friends of Scott confidently expected 
such action. 
Stewart, however, took 
occasion yesterday, when the Oregon 
bill was up, to speak to each Senator 
on the subject of subsidies, with direct 
reference to the Texas Pacific bill. 
He made a tally list of all present,and 
soon after it was announced informal­ 
ly that more than forty Senator» 
would oppose all efforts to bring the 
subsidy question before the Senate. 
This decision Is given by some as a 
reason 
of the 
popular sentiment 
against subsidies; others, of the de­ 
pleted condition of the Treasury, and 
others, constitutional objections and 
pledges. 
About twenty 
announced them­ 
selves in favor of the Texas Pacific; 
others refused to commit themselves. 
Stewart says this shows the senti­ 
ment of the Senate so forcibly that it 
is unnecessary for h!m to* decide the 
question of the Texas Pacific in the 
committee, and 110 report will be 
made. 
This accounts for the state­ 
m ent by Frelinghuysen yesterday, 
that the com m ittee' would report no 
subsidy bills. 
The friends of the Texas Pacific are 
very bitter against Stewart, and claim 
they will yet pass the bill in the 
House. 
The Central 
Pacific and 
Southern Pacific men are confident 
that Scott is defeated. 
Your correspondent lias succeeded in 
obtaining the following list of Sena­ 
tors, recorded on Stewart’s list,against 
all subsidies this session: Anthony 
Bayard, Bout-well, Edmunds, Ferry of 
Connecticut, Ferry of Michigan, Flan­ 
agan, Frelinghuysen, Hager, Ham il­ 
ton, Hamlin, Morrill of Maine, Mor­ 
rill of Vermont, Sargent, Sclnirz, 
Sherman, Thurmaij, Wadleigh,Wash- 
burne, Wright, 
The names of the 
other Senators could not be obtained 
to-day. 
The Chronicle has the following un­ 
der date of Washington, February 
13tli: “Tom Scott threw up the sponge 
and retired from the field to-day, and 
his arm y of retainers are sad and de­ 
jected at the loss of their leader. 
Mr. 
Frelinghuysen of New Jersey, a mem­ 
ber of the Senate Committee—the 
subject under debate being the Port­ 
land, Dallas and Salt Lake Railroad— 
yesterday said they had before them 
six or seven bills providing for subsi­ 
dies. They have carefully considered 
the subject, have had repeated meet­ 
ings and heaid arguments, and they 
will not report any such bill favorably 
to the Senate; anil further, that these 
bills which have been thus treated 
have infinitely more m erit than the 
bill before the Suate. They state that 
there are roads having already land 
grants of great value which they offer 
to surrender if the Government will 
guarantee their bonds—roads which 
are in a good measure constructed and 
have a large amount of other property; 
and they offer, in addition to surren­ 
dering their land grants, to mortgage 
that property to secure the guarantee 
which the Texas Pacific Company ask 
of Government: 
yet the Railroad 
Committee, in view of all the circum­ 
stances of the country, have deter­ 
mined not to recommend one of these 
grants. 
Scott is a veteran lobbyist 
and knows when he is whipped. 
He 
went home to-day to Philadelphia 011 
the 4 o’clock train, 
llequiescat in 
pace. *

A t the meeting of tiie 
District 
Council, Patrons of Husbandry, at El 
Monte, Los Angeles county, on the 9tli 
instant, Judge John S. Thompson was 
invited to address an open meeting of 
the Council on the eveuingof that .day 
upon the subject of “ Taxation.” 
The 
invitation was accepted and the fol 
lowing address delivered, which is 
published at the request of the meet­ 
ing. 
J. F. M a r q u i s , Sec’y. 


Patrons, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
The people will probably soon call a 
convention to revise the organic law 
of the State, and it is im portant that 
they discuss in advance the leading 
questions whicli will engage the at­ 
tention of th a t body, and upon the 
proper solution of which the prosper­ 
ity of the State largely depends. 
One of tiie most prominent is the 
question of taxation. 
While Govern­ 
ments are indispensible to the security 
of life and property, they should be so 
organized and so administered us to 
encourage and promote the general 
welfare. 
As labor is the corner stone 
—the vital evolving force—of wealth, 
it is obvious that no unequal or unnec­ 
essary burdens should be thrown upon 
its shoulders. 
N<* people can be pros­ 
perous who are over-taxed by the 
commonwealth; nor can that be just 
government which oppresses the 


w e a l t h - p r o d u c i n g c l a s s e s . 
It is a monstrous iniquity which ex­ 
empts from all taxation the man who 
holds his w ealth in United States 
bonds, while liis neighbors bear not 
only their own burdens in the support 
of the Government, but his also—even 
taxing themselves 
to 
educate 
his 
children at the public schools. 
Does 
it need argument to convince you that 
our revenue system operates une­ 
qually ? Are not the great laboring 
interests greatly oppressed, while cap­ 
ital goes comparatively free? Who 
pays the taxes ? 
Does the merchant 
bear his proportion ? Does the manu­ 
facturer contribute his j ust proportion 
toward the expense of carrying on the 
State and local Governments ? 
True, 
they are assessed like other people— 
not ulways, perhaps seldom, if ever, to 
the full value —and they pay their 
taxes like other people. 
But in esti­ 
mating cost, their taxes are always in­ 
cluded with other expenses attending 
the conduct of the business, and the 
consumer must pay them. 
And so it 
is through all the list of non-producers, 
who live and prosper and accumulate 
wealth on capital employed in busi­ 
ness. 


c a p i t a l d i c t a t e s p r i c e s . 
Capital combines, and by combina­ 
tions often successfully, and always 
more or less, defies the law of supply 
and demand. 
The producer stands 
powerless to demand a just compensa­ 
tion for the fruits of his labor. 
He 
must submit to the demands of capi­ 
tal. 
It isas much his right as it is the 
right of tiie m erchant and manufac­ 
turer to count the cost of his produc­ 
tions, including the taxes lie pays on 
his land, his stock, his improvements 
and his products; but he must take 
what is ottered him, whether it re­ 
munerates him or not, and lie must 
pay taxes, w hether the harvest be 
g o o d o r not. 
Tho case fairly stated is, 
that, directly or indirectly,, t he pro­ 
ducer pays nearly all the taxes and 
carries on the great ami small public 
enterprises which facilitate commerce 
and develop the wealth of the State. 
How is it with California? 
It must 
be confessed that, if we except the 
carpet-bag State, no State in the Union 
is so tax-ridden. Everything tangible 
is assessed, from broad acres to ducks 
and chickens; and then a tax of from 
two to three per cent, imposed on a 
full valuation. 
The State one poss­ 
essed a magnificent patrim ony—near­ 
ly a million acres of vualuable lands, 
which, if they hud been held and dis­ 
posed of us circumstances required, 
and as a prudent businessm an would 
have done, would have yielded the 
State millions of money. 
There are 
many politicians who think it no 
robbery to steal from the people, and 
finding a full treasury and a splendid 
heritage in real estate, applied their 
arts and to-day California is almost 


LANDLESS AND M ONEYLESS. 
The fact is, the State lias luid too 
much wealth. 
Plethoric treasuries, 
high fees and salaries, furnish too 
much temptation to politicians to cor­ 
rupt the ballot-box, debauch the fran­ 
chise and plunder tiie people. Salaries 
and fees, both State and county, aro 
enormously high and out of all pro­ 
portion to the services required. 
In­ 
stead of ten thousand dollars to the 
Governor yearly, give him five thous­ 
and, and in that proportion reduce all 
salaries and fees. 
By paying public 
servants a fair compensation and re­ 
ducing expenses as far as consistent 
with good government,and then levy­ 
ing just taxes enough to meet cur­ 
rent demands, the public burdens will 
s materially lesseued and the public 
service purified. 
It would be Utopian to suppose th at 
any system of taxation will ever be 
devised which will distribute impar­ 
tially the just demands of the Stale 
upon her citizens. 
There must ever 
be, as there ever has been, more or 
less of inequality. 
If a system can be 
devised which will relive labor, which 
will lift from the shoulders of the pro­ 
ducer a considerable proportion of the 
dead weight under which he staggers 
and which is the most fruitful source 
of his present prostration, a grand 
consummation will have been reached. 
I think it 
possible 
to adjust a 
method wholly different from our 
present plan by which lands shall bo 
exempt from taxation, as well as all 
personal property, including monies 
and credits, and at the same time so 
simple and inexpensive as to commend 
it to the judgm ent of the entire com­ 
munity. 


T H E TA X A TIO N OK R E A L ESTATE 


Is a relict, of feudalism, when the vas­ 
sal was bound to pay tribute to his 
lord in service and homage. Reaching 
back into the dark ages and followed 
for so many centuries by the govern­ 
ments of the Old World, which still 
claim their people as vassals of the 
State, demanding not only service and 
homage, but the life and liberty of the 
subject, it has found its way into tin* 
New World and fastened itself on 
commonwealth based on fundamental 
theories at war witli monarchies and 
despotisms. 
It is said that we live in a progres­ 
sive age; and it is probably true as to 
many things—as to sotno things it is 
clear th at we are progressing back­ 
wards. 
In the matter of taxation 
there has been no progression, except 


in volume. Following the exactions 
of the dark ages and of monarchies and 
despotisms, we have progressed only 
in wringing more ami more from tiie 
aroductive energies of the country and 
in crippling its limbs in the progress 
to wealtii and greatness. 
No country in the world equals ours 
In fertility of soil, extent of territory 
and in the indomitable enterprise of 
our citizens. In these three grand ele­ 
ments we find the measure of wealth 
and prosperity we enjoy. 
No other 
people on the face of the eartli could 
stand the same strain on their re­ 
sources. 
The question is, how long 
can we endure it? Over four hundred 
millions of money are annually paid 
by the people to carry on tiie Federal 
Government; two hundred millions 
more for State and local governments, 
to which we m ay add two hundred 
millions more for costof collecting and 
disbursing and for stealage, and we 
have a grand total of eight hundred 
millions of (iollars annually paid by 
the American people in the shape of 
taxes! We have less tliau six hundred 
millions of money, of all kinds, in cir­ 
culation—two hundred millions less 
than it costs us to run our general am) 
local governments! 
Any reform which promtes partial 
relief shou Id lie eagerly considered and, 
if practicable, adopted. 


IT W OULD BE A BOLD INNOVATION 
On a “time-honored custom” to strike 
out at one fell swoop not only land but 
personal property, monies and credits 
as subjects of taxation! 
And yet I 
think there are m any wHglity reasons 
for abolishing our whole T e v e n u e sys­ 
tem and establishing one based on t he 
only true theory of taxation — that 
of tribute on consumption. 
Produc­ 
tion should be totally absolved from 
ail public burdens, because it consti­ 
tutes the wealth of the State, and 
should be encouraged rather than dis­ 
couraged by the imposition of onerous 
exactions. 
It feeds and clothes us; it 
furnishes all the material of commerce 
and trade. W ithout it, railroads would 
be without anything to carry; the 
splendid ships th at ride the waves 
would sail witli empty bottoms. 
In 
short, without production, we would 
he nomads and civilization only a 
dream. 
Production implies much; for there 
can be no production without labor. 
Therefore I say, free labor from tin* 
fetters that bind its limbs and clog its 
progress in the race for wealth, power 
and position! 
Under the present method, produc­ 
tion or labor bears, directly or indi­ 
rectly, all or substantially ail the pub­ 
lic burdens. A new system is proposed 
which does not lay its hand oil the 
wealth of the Slate, it does not touch 
with its iron grasp the soil nor the 
productions of the soil. 
It does not 
put itsfingersat the throat of laboraud 
demand still greater tension of its 
sinews and muscles. On the contrary 
it leaves labor free to follow its own 
ambition and work out its own destiny. 
It seeks tribute only of consumption. 
It imposes taxation on that which is 
consumed and not produced by the 
consumer. 
You see the change would be radical, 
and it instantly inspires opposition 
from Ihe fact th at large lauded pro­ 
prietors, wealthy bankers and brokers, 
railroads and bondholders would lie 
left with nothing to pay on t heir enor­ 
mous wealth. 
Let us see about that. 


ALL MUST A D M IT 
T hat tax on consumption—on the de­ 
struction of wealth (for consumption 
is only destruction of wealth)—would 
be the most equitable way of raising 
revenue, provided always it could be 
so adjusted as to compel each one to 
pay tax in proportion to his real wealth 
in lands, monies ami credits. We m ust 
accept the situation uh we find it. 
1 
have already said, and f think truly, 
that capital pays but a moiety of its 
just proportion of State and local 
taxes. 
The merchant and tiie manu­ 
facturer adds his taxes to the cost of 
liis wares, and his customers nay them. 
The banker adds it to the value of his 
money and adds it to the interest. The 
large landed proprietor pays taxes on 
liis lands—generally less than heou dit 
to pay—but what, he pays he adds to 
the cost of his lands, and when lie sells 
to tiie farmer for cultivation lie makes 
him pay them. 
Will a tax only on constunption 
remedy the evil ami equalize the public 
burden? 
I think it will come nearer it than 
by any other yet suggested. 
W hat 
then will the producer pay? Suppose 
I am now assessed at $5,000, including 
my farm, improvements and personal 
effects, including productions. On that 
I pay $120 tax. 
My purchases for the 
year amount to $1,000. 
On the agri­ 
cultural implements, goods and gro­ 
ceries I buy, the manufacturer and 
merchant add about three per cent, for 
taxes, and oil the $1,000 1 pay about 
$30 lax; total, $150. 


UN DER TJ1E NEW M ETHOD 
How much would I be required to pay? 
It is proposed to tax only consump­ 
tion, and to bring the tax as closely as 
practicable to the consumer tile tax 
should be levied on the retail dealer, 
who shall be charged say one percent, 
on what he actually sells. Then how 
would I stand? As I have already 
figured, I now pay annually $150 tax 
on my property and purchases. Under 
the proposed pian I would pay as fol­ 
lows: 
On farm, personal property, 
productions, etc., nothing. 
I raise my 
meat, vegetables, hay and grain for 
my stock, and therefore I pay no tax 
on them. 
I buy of merchandise, in­ 
cluding agricultural implements, $1,­ 
000 worth. The retail dealer is taxed 
one per cent, on liis sales and lie adds 
that to the price of liis goods. 
I pay 
then $10, and that is all J pay as taxes 
against $150 under the present system. 
A pretty good showing to be placed to 
the credit of muscle! 
Now how would the ricli man fare? 
He pays no taxes on his lands, mon­ 
ies or credits. Butforevery fool of lum ­ 
ber he puts into liis costly residence, 
he pays one per cent. 
For every 
thousand dollars worth of lino furni­ 
ture he buys, he pays one per cent. 
For every champagne cork he draws, 
for every brandy bottle he empties, 
for every cigar lie smokes, for every 
pound of meat, for every vegetable 
that graces liis table, for every pound 
of grain and liny he feeds bis horses, 
for every gold’ watcli and for every 
diamond lie sports, for 
the silks, 
satins, laces and jewelry ids wife ami 
daughters wear, for every banquet 
they give, they pay one per sent, on 
the cost. 
His taxes run into the hun­ 
dreds while mine runs ten. 
Thus 
you see 1 have the decided advantage 
of him, for while 1 really live better 
than he does, enjoy a clean conscience 
and a healthy stomach, lie has dys­ 
pepsia, nightmare and a fearful ap­ 
prehension th a t lie may never be able 
to pass through the eye of tiie needle! 
Those whose habits, tasks ami cir­ 
cumstances demand the. luxuries of 
life—those who live in euse and dress 
in purple and tine linen, must pay in 
proportion to the amount they con 


sume. This system also reaches an­ 
other class who now go scott free- 
1 those who have no lands and neither 
toil nor spin, but who are always 
found with fine clothes, showy jew ­ 
elry, sofl hands and faultless style. 
For every cock-tail,for every Havana, 
they must contribute their mite to 
Ihe State. 
For every garment und 
for every luxury they enjoy they 
must pay tribute to the sovereign. 


T H E N EW PLA N 
Would also impose a license system 
by which every corporation formed oi 
to be formed should pay .a fixed sum 
for the privilege of existence—a sort 
of accouclimeiit fee—and afterwards a 
fixed rate on the am ount of business 
done, exempting only corporations 
formed for manufacturing purposes. 
A similar provision should also apply 
to hanks, hotels, eating and boarding 
houses, 
tobacconists 
and saloons; 
lawyers, doctors, surveyors and engi­ 
neers, land agents and sharks gener­ 
ally. 
The principle here advocated is not 
entirely new. The theoiy is applied 
by the Federal Government in the im ­ 
position of duties in foreign impor­ 
tations. 
It is simply und purely a 
tax on consumption. 
While discrim­ 
inations arc properly made in favor of 
those articles which most larely enter 
into general consumption, and the 
larger duties imposed on tine goods 
and luxuries, the principle is radical. 
The importer always adds to the cost 
of his goods the duties lie pays, and 
the consumer ultimately pays them. 
By this system the Federal Govern­ 
m e n t annually collects four hundred 
millions of dollars and who pays? The 
bulk of it is paid by t lie rich wiiosport 
tino garments of foreign manufacture, 
and buy for the gratification of their 
tastes, the products of the artists of 
tiie Old World. 
Can there be any sound reason why 
a similar system should be adopted by 
the States. 
I have based my calculations on a 
tax of one per cent 
Our State and 
local tax is now something over two 
per cent. 
Can a sufficient am ount of 
revenue lie raised on that basis? I 
think it can. 
I am more familiar 
with the business of the Grange store 
than with any other and will there­ 
fore take it us a basis of calculation. 
The business of that concern for the 
first year will exceed $i(H),(K)(). 
A tax 
of one per cent, on that business 
would be $1000. 
In the city of Los 
Angeles, I judge, there are at least 
twenty-five firms th a t do an average 
of that am ount each. 
You would re­ 
alize from that source $25,000. Twen­ 
ty-live that do an average of $50,000 
each; tax, $12,500, and fifty more that 
do an average of $10,000; tax, $5,000. 
Total, $42,500. Then the tux on the 
three banks would be about $25,000, 
based on a business of $2,500,000. Add 
to this hotels, whisky and eating sa­ 
loons, tobacconists lawyers and other 
professions and occupations, and you 
would surely increase the total tax in 
the city alone to more than $100,000 
annually. 


FROM T H E S E FIG U RES 
I think I m ay safely say that at one 
per cent, we could raise all the reve­ 
nues needed for State and local pur­ 
poses. 
It m ust 
also be borne in 
mind that the machinery we have so 
long been accustomed to, would give 
place to a much less complex and ex­ 
pensive one, und a large percentage 
of the revenue which now goes as cost 
of collection, would go into the treas­ 
ury. 
But suppose it should prove 
necessary to double the rate, then 1 
would pay but $20 tax while the rich 
m an would pay from $200 to $300 an­ 
nually, where he pays, in fact, but 
little under our present revenue laws, 
towards the expenses of the State and 
municipal Government. 
It is unnecessary now to consider 
t he details of the plan—how the rev­ 
enue should be collected, w hat ma­ 
chinery should lie employed and how 
you would prorata between the State 
and county governments. 
Ft will be 
tim e enough to consider these qeus- 
tioris when the general plan shall 
have been adopted. 
I have had but 
little time to arrange tiie subject and 
discuss it r.s fully as I desired. 
I 
hope, however, that enough lias been 
said t<» stimulate thought ami develop 
a determination to improve, if not to­ 
tally abolish a system so objectiona­ 
ble as the present one. 
Should the people require a version 
of the fundamental law, they should 
insist on the abolition of every use­ 
less officer, reduce fees and salaries to 
a fair rate commensurate w ith the 
services required; cut off that most 
fruitful source of fraud, corruption 
and 
theft—special 
legislation—and 
adopt a more equitable plan of taxa­ 
tion, and the State would at once en­ 
ter upon a career of prosperity and 
grandeur unequalled on the face of 
the earth.
